PARIS, Dec. 16.—(#)—Joseph 
Paul-Boncour tonight undertook the 
task in which Camille Chautemps fail- 
ed—to give France a government 
likely to find the best solution to the 
war uebt problem. 

Late tonight he accompanied re- 
tiring Premier Edouard Herriot to 
Elysee palace, where the latest in- 
formation on Washington’s attitude

ident Albert Lebrun. 

It was said in official circles that 
the ambassador's cablegram indicated 
that Washington, to which was sub- 
mitted the chamber of deputies reso- 
lution against making the December 
15 debt payment, was willing to con- 
tinue negotiations on the subject of 
the payment although. the due date is 
passed. So far as Was made known, 
no mention was made of the Ameri- 
can attitude toward a general debt 
conference. 

After an hour’s talk with ¥. 
brun, M. Paul-Boncour left for Bows 
announcing that he would talk with 
his friends, notably M. Chautemps, 
in th morning and then give the 
president his decision. He added that 
he would only begin the customary 
calls and consultations if he definitely 
decided to.form a cabinet. : 

M. Paul-Boncour being attached to 
no party, commentators in the cham- 
ber lobbies thought he would have a 
good chance to succeed, though the 
negotiations might be long. 

M. Herriot spent about half an 
hour at Elysee palace with the presi- 
dent. 

“I came as the premier and foreign 
minister charged with transacting 
current business.” he said as he left. 
“I communicated to the president, as 
is my duty, a certain number of im- 
portant documents and telegrams.” 

M. Chantemps, smart young radical 
leader, gave up the task of construct- 
ing a cabinet because he could not 
find a compromise between the former 
cabinet’s decision to pay America and 
the chamber of deputies’ resolution 
to postpone payment pending exami- 
nation of France's debt with a view 
to revision. 

Having failed to find this compro- 
mise, which would be acceptable to

GUARD TO PROTECT

Precautions Taken 
Against Possibility of 
Theft; Printing Started.

An armed guard>will protect the 
$400,000 scrip issue, which the city 
of Atlanta is preparing to distribute 
to 4,000 employes as payment for No- 
vember salaries, it was announced 
Friday by Councilman James L. 
Wells, chairman of the finance com- 
mittee. 

Wells declined to announce the 
names of the printers because of the 
danger of a robbery. 

“This scrip is legal tender in so far 
as the city is concerned, and anyone 
robbing the shop where it is being 
printed would be getting what is tan- 
tamount to actual cash,” Wells said. 
‘We are going to take every precau- 
tion in the matter.” 

_ While the city pushed plans for 
distributing the scrip, Alderman J. 
Charlie Murphy announced a proposed 
constitutional amendment permitting 
Atlanta to utilize “valid securities’ 
in the form of tax fi. fas. and bills 
receivable in repaying loans made one 
year in the next. 

Briefly, the program is to enable 
the city to borrow as much as $2,000,- 
000 to be protected by fi. fas. and 
to be repaid when such fi. fas. or bills 
receivable are collected. Under the 
present system the city must repay 
all loans made in the current year. 
The plan, if approved, would elim- 
inate pay holidays, which have been 
enforced among city employes because 
of the mandate requiring repayment 
of all loans in the year in which the 
loan is made.
